By reason of thelr wide geographical
distribution, black bass are known by
many popular names,  The small-mouth
black bass |8 known as the lake baps,

brown basa, ninny boks, hog hads, trout
perch, brown (trout, jumper, mountiin
trout, and, in somo of the mountiain
tionn of North Carolina, Tennessec
Virginia, ns black perch.

The large-mouth bass s known as Oy-
wego basd, ke hash, green bhass, yellow
bass, moss bass, buyou buss, trout, jump-
or, chub and Welshmun, In the North it
1% genernlly called black bass; In Virginin
and North Caroline it 18 usually desig-
nated chub, and In Florida and other
Southern Stutea [t in often culled trout,

The calico and rock bnsy nre wlio known
by many names pecullar to thoe varioun
localities where they are found. For in-
gtanco, the former have recelved the
names of strawberry bass, green basd,
bitterhead, barflsh, lamplighter, goggls
eye perch, speckled perch and speckled
trout. ‘The latter (rock hass) are also
nown as red-eye, red-eye perch and gog-
gle-eye.

The crapple Is Known In lts native
waters as crapple, new light, cambellite,
gac-a-lite, bachelor, chinguapin, perch,
cropple and cropet. It ls very similar to
the calico bass, and {8 frequently tiken
for that fish by anglers
